Fusselman, Booth Face Runoff 


Incumbent Supervisors Vera 
Schultz from Southern Marin 
and James Marshall from West 
Marin were returned to office 
yesterday, but a third incum­ 
bent, Ross Valley Supervisor 
William D. Fusselman, was 
forced Into a runoff with Car­ 
mel Booth for the second time 
in four years. 
Mrs. Schultz swept the field 
with a resounding triumph. 
Elected to her District 3 super­ 
visorial post in the 1952 gen­ 
eral election after a narrow 
150-vote runoff victory over 
Steve Baban of Bolinas, Mrs. 
Schultz was not threatened yes­ 
terday as Baton received only 
2,349 votes and William. Ruth­ 
erford of Mill Valley 1.945. 
FACES RUNOFF 
Although Fusselman outdrew 
Mrs. Booth, a San Anselmo 
councilman, by 5,6Fo to 3,652 
votes, the inoumbent’s total 
failed to reach the required 
majority of all votes cast. The 
pair faces a November runoff. 
In 1952 Fusselman beat Mrs. 
Booth by some 250 votes. Fus- 
selman’s vote-topping margin 
was less this year than at the 
1952 primaries, when he out- 
scored Mrs. Booth by 500 votes. 
Ray Bacon of San Anselmo 
polled 1,827 votes in the Dis­ 
trict 2 election, while Corte 
Madera Councilman Don O’Neil 
trailed with 1,269. Neither had 
made a strong campaign. 
Marshall’s victory in the Dis­ 
trict 4 election came as no sur­ 
prise, but his total was smaller 
than those of five defeated can­ 
didates in other district races. 
He polled 505 votes and was 
trailed by George Ludy and 
'William Sutherland with 325 
and 94 votes, respectively. The 
small voter talles in the 4th 
District may give rise to new 
demands for redistricting to 
equalize voting strength in su­ 
pervisorial areas. 
THANKS VOTERS 
Mrs. Schultz, elated at her 
smashing triumph, said, “I was 
glad, as any candidate would 
be, to have the pubic indicate 
that they approve of progress 
in government. I can now turn 
my whole attention to the bus-' 
iness of government instead of 
the 'effort—and expense—of 
campaigning. I thank the voters 
very sincerely." • 
Fusselman, who praised “the 
wonderful group of volunteers 
who helped in every conceiv­ 
able way,” said, “We played it 
fair without any tricks.” 
“Although 
many 
of 
my 
friends were hopeful of a win 
in the primary, I personally 
held to the belef that with 
four in the contest, it would 
have to go into the final. This 
is the largest lead I have ever 
had in the primary over the 
runoff opponent, and I am very 
grateful.” 
Said Mrs. Booth: “In Novem­ 
ber you can expect, a spirited 
and hard fight. We are going 
to try to keep it clean, but Car­ 


mel Booth, is going to be: in. 
there pitching, and it will be 
a hard fight.” 
Marshall, appointed last year 
to fill a vacancy created by the 
retirement of James V. Kehoe, 
assured West Marinites that he 
would “do my best to fulfill 
the duties of the office and to 


give their problems every con­ 
sideration. 
“I am certainly grateful for 
the vote which I received, and 
the fact that, since I received 
a majority, the campaign is 
over. My opponents conducted 
a good clean campaign, for 
which I am grateful.”

San. Rafael vbters, usually 
cool toward voting extra ex­ 
penditures, yesterday passed a 
city charter amendment to pro­ 
vide pensions for city employ- 
ess by fewer than 600 votes. 
A 2,827 to 2,258 vote, pass­ 
ed the plan which includes dis­ 
ability and death benefits for 
city officers and employees. It 
provides for an annual tax not 
to exceed 10 cents per $100 as­ 
sessed evaluation above t h e 
general tax levy of $1. per $100' 
assessed evaluation.

Municipal Judge N. Charles Brusatori has un­ 
seated Superior Judge Carlos Freitas. 
County Supervisors Vera Schultz and James Mar­ 
shall piled up majorities over their respective op­ 
ponents to win re-election at the primary. 
Supervisor William D. Fusselman scored a plural­ 
ity over his opponent, but faces a runoff in November 
against Mrs. Carmel Booth. 
Bill Herup was re-elected to the Marin Municipal 
Water District over the opposition of one active 
candidate and another who withdrew too late to have 
his name removed, from the ballot. 
San Rafael voters authorized a pension system for 
city employees. 
Marin Democrats supported Adlai Stevenson 
better than 2-to-l over Estes Kefauver for their party’s 
presidential nomination. Republicans gave President 
Eisenhower more votes than Democrats gave to Steven­ 
son and Kefauver combined. 
U. S. Senator Thomas Kuchel, Congressman Hu­ 
bert Scudder and Assemblyman Richard McCollister 
(all Republicans) rolled up heavy votes on the Repub­ 
lican side but failed to outscore their opponents on 
the Democratic ballot. Kuchel faces a runoff against 
Richard Richards in November; Scudder will be op­ 
posed by Clement Miller, the Corte Madera landscape 
gardener; and McCollister must run against Loyal 
Skillman of Sebastopol. 
Results of balloting for Marin County Central 
Committee have not yet been tabulated, and will not 
be completed for several days.

Charles Brusatori won a. re­ 
sounding victory for the su­ 
perior court judgeship yes­ 
terday in an unprecedented 
outcome that found an in­ 
cumbent judge unseated for 
the first time in Marin’s 
104-year history. 
His margin of victory, 
more than 5,000 votes over 
Judge Carlos R. Freitas sur­ 
prised even the most optimistic 
Brusatori 
backer. 
Most 
ob­ 
servers had predicted a close 
race, and many had looked to 
the 938 absentee votes to de­ 
cide the outcome. The vote was 
19,947 for Brusatori and 14,894 
for Freitas. 
UP TO KNIGHT 
Promotion of Brusatori to 
the superior court in January 
leaves his municipal post open 
for appointment by Gov. Good­ 
win J. Knight 
Judge Freitas, who was ap­ 
pointed by Knight last fall af­ 
ter creation of the third super­ 
ior court, said this morning he 
plans to finish out his superior 
court term, then go on a world 
tour for about six months be­ 
fore returning to his law prac­ 
tice in San Rafael. 
With the hot race over, court­ 
house observers today turned 
their attention to a successor 
to the municipal court post now 
held by Brusatori.

SAN FRANCISCO (U.R) — Adlai E. Stevenson 
emerged today as the uncontested front runner in the 
race for the Democratic presidential nomination after 
his clear cut triumph over Sen. Estes Kefauver in the 
California primary election. 


The two contenders came into state knowing defeat 
would mean virtual elimination from the big show. 
Stevenson’s decisive win yes­ 
terday left no doubt as to who 
would lead the pack going into 
the Democratic National Con­ 
vention in August... 
Kefauver said he still plan­ 
ned to stay in the fight, but 
he admitted defeat in this cru­ 
cial. primary before half of the 
vote had been tabulated. 
BIG MARGIN 
Marin’s Democrats gave Ste­ 
venson a bigger margin propor­ 
tionately, than he received in 
statewide voting. Totals in the 
county were Stevenson 10,153, 
Kefauver, 4,41.2, giving Steven­ 
son considerably better than a 
2-1 lead. In the Democratic race 
for U.S. senator, 15,580 of Ma­ 
rin’s 22,134 registered Demo­ 
crats cast ballots, while only 
14,565 expressed a choice be­ 
tween Stevenson and Kefauver 
—slightly more than 1,000 of 
them passing up the chance to 
vote on the Democratic presi­ 
dential aspirants. 
Approximately two-thirds of 
Marin Democrats voted in the 
presidential contest. On the Re­ 
publican side, where President 
Eisenhower was unopposed, his

Scudder, Miller Top Their Opponents

H o u, s e of Representatives,,, 
scored a thumping victory on 
the Republican ticket, polling 
53,438 votes in the seven- 
county area. Miller outdrew 
Scudder on the Democratic 
ticket, 33,097 to 19,668, and 
ran second in bis bid for the 
Republican nomination w i t h 
5,491 votes. The tallies are 
based on returns from 923 of 
944 precincts in the district. 
Scudder, who last defeated 
Democrat Max Kortum in the 
1954 general election, drew his 
biggest support from Republi­ 
can voters in Marin County, 
where he polled 16,119 votes 
from 260 precincts. ,Sonoma 
County Republicans gave the 
incumbent 
congressman 
14,- 
803. 


Oddly, Miller s primary vot­ 
ing support did not come from 


his home county, where Demo­ 
crats gave him 7,716 votes. So­ 
noma gave him a • 4,000-vote 
majority over Scudder, 9,365 
to 5,203, with 260 precincts of 
266 reporting.

Senate For First Time In History 
SAN FRANCISCO (A—Dem­ 
ocrats moved into position to­ 
day to capture control of the 
California Senate for the first 
time in history. 
As of this morning, Demo­ 
crats were assured of 15 seats 
and Republicans 14 of the Sen­ 
ate’s 40. That’s counting both 
the 20 holdovers and contests 
decided in yesterday’s pri­ 
mary. 
Democrats had eight hold­ 
overs and captured both party 
nominations for 7 other seats. 
Republicans, with 12 holdovers 
cinched only two Senate posts 
in the primary—one of them 
that of Marin Sen. Jack McCar­ 
thy, who ran unopposed. 
Democrats had a good chance 
of running the margin up to 
17-14 on the basis of the pri­ 
mary. This would mean they 
could gain control by capturing 
four of nine conteste in Novem­ 
ber. 
The Republicans’ present 22- 
18 margin was trimmed by de­ 


feat of Sen. A. W. Way of Eu­ 
reka in the 3rd District. 
No Democratic incumbent 
was knocked out. Six captured 
both party nominations, assur­ 
ing re-election. Two won their 
own party nomination and led 


opponents for the Republican 
nomination. 
The Republicans have never 
before captured both nomina­ 
tions for less than seven posts 
in the primary. 


Demos Clinch 13 Assembly 
Seats In Cross-File Wins 
SAN FRANCISCO (^—Dem­ 
ocrats will go into the Novem­ 
ber election with 13 Assembly 
seats already clinched in cross­ 
filing victories in yesterday’s 
state primary.

LOS ANGELES M — Rep. 
James Roosevelt, eldest son of 
the late President, failed in his 
attempt to capture the nomina­ 
tions of both major parties in 
his bid for re-election in the 
28th Congressional District. 
He won the Democratic nom­ 
ination handily but lost on the 
Republican side. 
With two-thirds of the votes 
counted today, Roosevelt, now 
serving his first term in Con­ 
gress, had won the Democratic 
nomination by a conclusive 
margin. At this point in the 
counting he had 48,249 while 
his only opponent for the Dem­ 
ocratic nomination, James S. 
Lawrence, a Republican, had 
only 5,836.

SAN FRANCISCO UP»—It will 
be Republican incumbent Tho­ 
mas Kuchel against Democratic 
state Sen. Richard Richards in 
the November election battle 
for a California seat in the U.S.

Kuchel, of Anaheim, won the 
Republican nomination with 
only token opposition in yes­ 
terday’s primary.

Both Yorty and Kuchel cross- 
filed. Richards ran only on the 
Democratic ticket. 
Kuchel’s total vote in both 
contests was well ahead of the 
combined totals of his Demo­ 
cratic opponents, Richards and 
Yorty.

WASHINGTON' un—Barring 
a marked business downturn, 
• House tax writers today fore­ 
saw little prospect of voting a 
tax cut in the remaining days 
of this session. 
Next year, they indicated, a 
general review of individual 
and business taxes may be in 
order. 
Key members of the tax-writ­ 
ing House Ways and Means 
Committee gave a cool recep­ 
tion to qualified recommenda­ 
tions made yesterday by the 
Committee for Economic De­ 
velopment for a tax cut of two 
billion dollars or more effec­ 
tive next Jan. 1. 
The CED, which describes 
itself as a non-profit economic 
research organization, propos­ 
ed general income tax relief, 
provided there is a substantial 
Treasury surplus for the com­ 
ing fiscal year, starting July 1.

Surgeons at Wesley Memor­ 
ial Hospital described the case 
at a news conference. They said 
the unnamed 6-vear-old blonde 
youngster had sleeping sick­ 
ness at the age of 1. Her left 
side was affected by partial 
paralysis. 
She became a “brat,” mis­ 
treated others, shouted at her 
mother and destroyed toys. 
She suffered 10 to 20 convul­ 
sions each day. She was taken 
out of school because of her 
ugly behavior and taken to 
Wesley Hospital. 
Medical investigators decid­ 
ed that half her brain was re­ 
sponsible for her behavior.

SAN FRANCISCO uP — For­ 
mer President Herbert Hoover

“I suggest that unless some­

ing,” Hoover said. 
Some 30,000 engineers and 
sclent is! s are gradual i ng each 
year but “the country needs a 
minimum of 50,000 a year.” He 
noted that Russia claims some 
85.500 graduates yearly. 
Hoover s u g g e s t e d high 
schools offer better prepara­ 
tion for scientific training in 
college.

None Gains If County, Cities 
Refuse To Discuss Sales Tax 


There has been much information 
and misinformation circulating regard­ 
ing the county uniform sales tax. The 
cities seem to feel that the county is try* 
ing to cut in on their sales tax revenues; 
the county seems to feel the cities are 
trying to take advantage of the 50 per 
cent of Marin residents who live in the 
unincorporated area and shop in the 
cities. 
# 
Basic cause of the trouble is a tax 
ceiling under which the cities operate. 
This $1 property tax limit, an age-old 
limitation, forces the cities to exploit 
every other possible source of revenue. 
The county, under no such limit, may 
raise its taxes when it needs more 
money. 
Until last year’s session of the legis­ 
lature, there was no way in which a 
county could charge a sales tax. That 
session passed a law which provides that 
if the county passes a one cent uniform 
sales tax, the state Board of Equaliza­ 
tion will collect the tax, along with the 
state’s three per cent, at a nominal cost 
to the counties participating, only 1.7 
per cent. 
The cities, if their sales tax laws con­ 
tain uniform provisions, also may par­ 
ticipate. Where the rub comes is that 
the law does not designate just how 
much of the one per cent the cities 
should get and how much to the coun­ 
ties. It is obvious that most of the stores 
are in the cities. If the cities didn’t 
share with the county, it is estimated 
that San Rafael alóne, with about 15 
per cent of the population, would get 50 
per cent of the sales tax; the other eight 
cities would split slightly more than 30 
per cent, and the county would get less 
than 20 per cent 
Majority of the county supervisors 
object to this situation, saying the 50 
per cent in the county area deserve 
more than 20 per cent. On this stand 
the supervisors have stood firm. Just

as firmly, the Marin Council of Mayors, 
not only refuses to give jn to the county, 
but even refuses to talk about it in a 
joint meeting. 
Meanwhile, the cities are collecting 
their own one per cent sales tax. But 
when they do it, collection cost and 
sales which escape taxation are not 1.7 
per cent of the total* Instead they are 
30 per cent, 40 per cent, or even as high 
as 52 per cent depending on the individ­ 
ual city. 
The supervisors maintain that the 
cities could give the county 25 per cent 
of their sales tax, pay the state 1.7 per 
cent for collection and still come out 
with more tax dollars than they get 
now. 
The cities want the county to pass the 
tax, be satisfied with its share collected 
in the county area, and allow the cities 
to benefit by,the cheap state collection 
service. 
It seems to us that the cities are over­ 
looking two important points. First, res­ 
idents of cities are also county taxpay­ 
ers; any benefits to the county taxpay­ 
ers is also shared by the city taxpayers. 
Second, if the county doesn’t share in 
the cities’ tax take, it undoubtedly will 
not pass the tax for the county area. 
This will leave a one per cent differen­ 
tial in the price of an item in cities and 
in county areas, a not-to-be-overlooked 
amount when buying an automobile, a 
stove, refrigerator or other major item. 
We don’t know if the 25-75 split as 
proposed by the county is fair. Santa 
Rosa has just agreed to give Sonoma 
County 12Vi per cent; Merced County 
has agreed to take 15 per cent. We do 
know that no one benefits when the 
cities and the county get their backs up 
and refuse to talk. This stalemate can 
be decided and is being decided in other 
communities. We should sit down to­ 
gether here and talk it out. 


There'll Never Be A D-Day 
To Equal One 12 Years Ago 


NEW YORK UR—A doren 
years after the Normandy 
landing, th e mightiest am ­ 
phibious operation in history, 
many military men feel sure 
of one thing—mankind will 
never see another one like 
it. 
The spectacle of massed 
navies, bombarding a foreign 
ahore as they unleash thou­ 
sands of attacking troops, is 
probably a thing of the past. 
It is almost as outmoded as 
a clash between knights on 
horseback. 


THE AMPHIBIOUS opera­ 
tion ia one of the oldest forms 
of war, as old as the first war 
canoe that landed behind a 
aurprised enemy. 
It is also one of the most 
imaginative and difficult of 
maneuvers to execute. It is al­ 
ways a titanic gamble, made 
perilous by hidden reefs and 
the whims of wind and wea­ 
ther. 
When an amphibious op­ 
eration succeeds, it often suc­ 


ceeds brilliantly. But when it 
fails, it is often an irretreiv- 
able disaster. 


THE BEST KNOWN exam­ 
ple of an amphibious landing 
that failed is, of course, the 
dismal fate of “the Invincible 
armada’’ of Spain. 
In 1588, proud Philip II 
sent 130 ships to humble up­ 
start Britain. They carried 7,- 
000 sailors and 17,000 troops. 
The British weren’t quite 
the 
underdogs 
they 
have 
sometimes been made out to 
be. They engaged the Span­ 
ish armada with 197 ships, 
although many were small 
vessels. But they had superior 
seamanship, fought at long 
range, and were better or­ 
ganized than the loosely knit 
Spanish. 


AFTER A SERIES of dis­ 
astrous battles and storms, 
only 54 ships of the armada 
were able to reach home, and 
Spain began going downhill 
as a naval power. The whole

operation had been poorly 
planned. 
The Normandy landing per­ 
haps will go down in the text­ 
books as the classic example 
of a successful amphibious 
opeaation. 
Just 12 years ago this morn­ 
ing, after being postponed 24 
anxious hours because of bad 
weather, it happened. The 
English Channel was speckled 
with hundreds upon hundreds 
of converging ships carrying 
scores of thousands of battle- 
clad s o l d i e r s . The sky 
swarmed and thundered with 
planes that came and went 
. . . and came and went again 
. . . and fire flamed and blood 
flowed on the beaches called 
Omaha and Utah. 


NO ONE WHO was part of 
that tremendous effort that 
day and is alive now can ever 
forget it, the feeling of unity 
combined 
from 
the 
joint 
strivings of hundreds of thou­ 
sands of men over weary 
months, all forged into one 
supreme purpose — to land 
and seize a few strips of 
sandy soil and the pastures 
beyond. There was a terror 
and exultation in being part 
of it. 
The Allied operation suc­ 
ceeded so well that 26 days 
later General Eisenhower’s 
command had put ashore a 
million men, 566,648 tons of 
supplies and 171,532 vehicles. 
It had suffered 60,770 casual­ 
ties — the attacker usually 
pays higher initially — and 
taken 41,000 prisoners, and 
the German doom began. 


TODAY COULD such an 
operation succeed? Hardly. 
Assuming an enemy-had the 
H-bomb, the massing of fleets 
to support a major landing 
would be suicidal. A few well 
placed 
hell bombs 
would 
turn any massed navy into de­ 
bris. 
Further 
development 
of 
guided missiles with H-bomb 
warheads — one bomb hits, 
one city disappears — makes 
even the thought of another 
Normandy-landmg-type oper­ 
ation seem quaint and old- 
fashioned and unnecessary. 


Logging Brings 
Scars, Hazards

Dear Sirs; 
All about us are the scars, 
slash and hazard of Marin 
County’s newest industries: 
lumbering and saw milling. 
We are greatly worried over 
the fire peril to our homes 
and farms during the coming 
dry season. We wish to make* 
certain that everything pos­ 
sible is being done not only 
for our own immediate area, 
but for ail the Marin County 
areas being affected by these 
new activities. 
Within the past year at 
least 15 large land areas have 
been contracted for logging. 
The logging has already be­ 
gun in some of these areas. 
As the other areas start pro­ 
duction, the estimated output 
will reach about one-half mil­ 
lion board feet of lumber per 
day. This is no small Industry. 
There is an estimated 10 
years of logging ahead on one 
ranch alone; complete with 
a log-pond. mill and burner. 
Certainly such an industry 
deserves close attention by 
our county supervisors and 
officials in order to protect 
our watersheds, prevent fire 
and erosion, and to maintain 
other good conservation prac­ 
tices. 
At the present time mainly 
small operators, who own no 
timberland of their own, but

operate solely on land be­ 
longing to other persons, 
have been doing logging. 
This logging is haphazard; 
there is dangerous accumula­ 
tion of slash, poor (if any) 
erosion control, abuse of our 
valuable watershed lands, in­ 
adequate fire-break creation, 
and the added menace of log­ 
ging trucks to our county and 
private roads. The same is 
generally true of saw milling. 
Small operators with portable 
mills are here today and gone 
tomorrow, leaving their saw­ 
dust and slabs to add to the 
fire danger. 
We realize that the county 
at present has no power to 
enforce good lumbering prac­ 
tices 
except 
through 
our 
county fire department. It is 
the job of this department 
to enforce the state laws per­ 
taining to fire prevention set 
forth in the State of Califor­ 
nia Forest Practice Act. We 
have a first-class county fire 
department well suited to 
our normal needs. It is read­ 
ily apparent, however, that 
this rapidly growing lumber 
industry has become a sud­ 
den extra burden on our fire 
department. These conditions 
are not normal, nor will they 
be so for many years. 
It states in the Forest Prac­ 
tice Act that the forest lands 
of California are a public 
concern; therefore we wish 
to recommend to you that ev­ 
ery effort be made to assist 
our county fire chief in ob­ 
taining trained forestry per­ 
sonnel and such additional 
special equipment as may be 
needed to meet this increased 
hazard. 
We further feel that the 
residents of Marin County 
need to be made more readily 
aware of the true situation 
existing in Marin County in 
regard to 
the flourishing 
lumbering industry, and to 
the state controls which are 
designed to protect the best 
interests of the land owners, 
loggers, and general public 
alike.

County Should 
Share Sales Tax 
EDITOR, 
Independent-Journal; 
The Marin supervisors have 
set June 20 at 8 p.m. for a 
public 
discussion 
of 
the 
county sales tax. 
Sales tax is unfair, in the 
economic sense, as it falls 
most heavily in proportion on 
lower income 
groups. 
We 
have, however, gotten used to 
it, and since cities and state 
levy a percentage, why not 
the county, too? Especially 
since the state will do the 
collecting for a 1.7 per cent 
fee. 
City sales tax runs from 46 
per cent efficiency in collec­ 
tion in Mill Valley to 77 per 
cent in Fairfax. The state is 
100 per cent efficient, and 
would save the cities the col­ 
lection costs. 
After collecting, the state 
will do the distributing, as I 
understand it. I don’t see why 
the county shouldn’t share 
largely in the income. Resi­ 
dents of unincorporated areas 
do their shopping in the cities 
—an estimated 45 per cent of 
total county shopping—and if 
the county received some of 
the revenue, say 33% per 
cent, it could use it for some 
laudable purpose such as ap­ 
plying it to county services 
and thereby reducing the 
property tax rate, or enhanc­ 
ing county services. 
I live in an unincorporated 
area which is the last to re­ 
ceive county benefits, so my 
interest is academic, though 
hopeful. But it does seem as 
if some sales tax plan could 
be worked out giving the 
county an equitable share of 
sales tax revenue and by 
which a low-efficiency city 
like Mill Valley would be bet­ 
ter off with no handling costs 
and an increase in receipts 
from 46 to 65 per cent. A 
high-efficiency city like Fair­ 
fax might feel injured, but it 
would be saving collection 
costs.

Secretary of Labor James 
P. Mitchell is one Republicin 
official who has never accept­ 
ed the idea that the Eisen­ 
hower administration couldn’t 
win the confidence and sup­ 
port of American labor.

WHAT DOES the A m e r I- 
can labor movement think of 
the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion? Nearly all the compli­ 
mentary remarks which the 
labor leaders have been mak­ 
ing about. Secretary Mitchell 
have rested on the open or 
implied reservation: “Don’t 
construe this to mean that we 
a r e p r o-Eisenhower.” But 
even if union leadership is 
not pro-Eisenhower, w h a t 
about the rank and file of 
union labor? 
The answer, according to 
the latest Gallup Poll, is that 
for the first time in at least 
a quarter century, a clear ma­ 
jority of union members indi­ 
cate that they intend to vota 
Republican this falL 


This wasn’t a survey basad 
on tha vague question of 
whether on balance you llk« 
or dislike the way the Pres*, 
dent is doing his job. This was 
a direct, explicit question of 
how you’re going to vote, and 
if your choice was between 
Eisenhower 
o r 
Stevenson, 
whom would you support. 


THIS POLL shows that or* 
ganized labor today would 
vote 56 per cent for Eisen­ 
hower and 44 per cent for 
Stevenson. The Republican 
percentage of the major party 
vote among union members 
in the last five presidential 
elections is as follows:

He 
never had it so good. 
This government, with its 
fingers crossed, is watching 
the Yugoslav President’s visit 
to Moscow to see if he turns 
his back on the West and 
joins up again 100 per cent 
with th e Russians. W hy 
should he? 
He’s had a soft touch, let- 
t i n g the United States and 
Russia both bid for his favor. 
All he’s had to do is sit still, 
like a village belle, waiting 
for the suiters to bring him 
candy bars. 
Unless there's something 
which doesn’t meet the eye, 
there seems no reason for him 
to stop playing this game of 
both ends against the middle. 
The United States has spent 
an estimated one billion dol­ 
lars on Yugoslavia since Tito 
broke with Stalin in 1948, the 
first Communist satellite lead­ 
er to try it, 


IT WOULD HAVE been no 
surprise if he had been at­ 
tacked or assassinated then. 
He was surrounded by Rus­ 
sian satellites, his onetime 
friends. 
This country didn’t help 
him for love. It looked like a 
good investment. If he could 
survive, with Western, help, 
other satellite leaders might 
be encouraged to bust up 
Stalin’s playhouse.

military alliance—his military 
forces are largely equipped 
now with Western weapons— 
he would still be valuable as 
a neutral buffer between the 
two sides.

This was all a thorn in 
Russia’s side while Stalin 
l i v e d . But Stalin, having 
thrown Tito out of the Rus­ 
sian orbit, couldn’t take him 
back in. 
Stalin’s heirs went to work 
on that problem shortly after 
the old man died. It was a 
break in the Red wall which 
had to be mended. They soft- 
talked Tito. Premier Bulgan- 
in and Communist b o s s 
Khrushchev humbly visited 
him. 


THEY’RE dangling money 
bags in front of him. The So­ 
viet bloc reportedly has of­ 
fered him 300 million dollars 
in loans and reportedly he 
has accepted. This year the 
Eisenhower a d m i n i stration 
was thinking in terms of a 
30 million-dollar gift to him. 
The House Foreign Affairs 
Committee has recommended 
that be cut in half. 
The United States didn’t 
help him blindly, hoping he’d 
renounce communism. He has 
steadfastly said he was a 
Communist and would remain 
one. What the West hoped for 
was to keep him away from 
Russia. 
Now he’s in Russia. He’s a 
tough character.

IF HE SHOULD make a 
military alliance with the So­ 
viets, it would be bad news 
for this country.

When giving signals to Little League players, the 
coach should not make them complicated. Nor should 
they be so simple that the opposing team can recog­ 
nize them. 
One of the favorite signals in professional base­ 
ball is the skin-to-skin sign. Any time a coach rubs his 
hands together, touches his hand against his face or 
forearm or any other bare skin on his body, the signal 
is on. One danger in using this sign is that an absent- 
minded coach might scratch an itch on his chin and 
find the batter bunting the next pitch when the coach 
wanted him to hit away. 
Coaches often give several signals in a row to con­ 
fuse their opponents. The players on the team will 
be told that they should follow the first signal given in 
the first inning, the second* signal given in the second 
inning, et cetera. To keep from tipping off the sign to 
their foes, the players should continue to watch the 
coach until he completes his signaling. 
Coaches can work out many varieties of signs 
from game to game and from inning to inning. Gen­ 
erally the batters and base runners indicate that they 
understand the sign by touching their belts, rubbing 
a hand against the uniform or some other simple 
signal.

Berliner listed the events 
that will have better men as 
the 100, 200, 400. 800 and 
1,500-meter runs; the shot put, 
pole vault, javelin, hammer 
throw, sprint relay and broad 
jump. Only in the hop-step- 
and-jump and possibly the 400- 
meter hurdles would the cali­ 
ber of the U. S. performance 
be down. 
“I thought that th e

BEST GROUP 
With such sprint stars as

Architect Gordon A. Phillips 
of San Rafael announced today 
construction will start immedi­ 
ately on the new half-million 
dollar Nave Shopping Center 
at the southwest comer of 
South Novato boulevard and 
Center road, Novato. 
This new neighborhood cen­ 
ter will contain a supermarket, 
drug store, large variety store 
restaurant,

store, 
several other stores and a ser­ 
vice station. Leases are now be­ 
ing completed. 
“Generous” parking facili 
ties will be provided, Phillips 
said. 
The supermarket will be op­ 
erated by Brice Bros., which 
operates markets in Marin City 
and Greenbrae. 


TRADING CENTER 
The site is the original loca­ 
tion of an early trading center 
and market where flatboats 
once came from San Brancisco 
to purchase and load the rich 
produce grown nearby. 
Owner of the project is Nave 
Enterprises, directed by Wil 
liam F. Nave, a member of one 
of Marin’s oldest families. To 
make room for this project, the 
old Nave homestead, built in 
1838, must be removed.

OUTSIDE CANOPY

On June 6,1906, when Leach 
opened his office, downtown 
San Anselmo consisted of that 
office and the Rossi Hotel 
across the street. The Leach 
office was a 10 by 12 foot build­ 
ing, formerly the post office, 
which Leach bought for $125 
from a Dr. Hund, who in turn 
had just bought the post office 
site and wanted to dispose of 
the little building. 
It was the great San Fran­ 
cisco fire that ■ followed the 
quake of April 18, 1906, which 
probably started the Marin real 
estate career of Jim Leach. He 
and his father were “batching” 
in San Francisco when the 
quake came, the rest of the 
family being at their summer 
home at Lansdale. 
When San Francisco went up 
in smoke, Leach, who had been 
working as a rent collector in 
San Francisco, decided the peo­ 
ple from the city would prob­ 
ably be heading for Marin to 
build new homes. 
So he beat them to it, start­ 
ing his San Anselmo office and 
taking up sales agencies for 
several tracts of homes which 
were started in the area. Sev­ 
eral years later his brother, 
David, joined him and the pair 
formed the Leach Realty Co., 
still going strong, as are both 
of the original partners. 
The 
company 
served 
as 
agents for the Bush, Floribel 
and Rosenthal tracts, and in 
later years developed the Brook- 
side Meadow and Hilldale Park 
tracts. 
Jim Leach celebrated his 69th 
birthday on May 16. He and his 
wife, the former Bertha Sav­ 
age of San Rafael, have been 
married for 20 years and live 
on Crest road in Ross. He is 
the stepfather of Henry H. 
Wilkins of Ross. 
David Leach is a Kentfield 
resident, and two other broth­ 
ers Eve in San Anselmo—Wil­ 
liam Leach, a contractor, and 
Lawrence Leach, in the jewel­ 
ry business. 
Jim Leach, stiE active in bus­ 
iness and as a property apprais­ 
er, is a confirmed “golf bug,” 
playing regularly at the Mea­ 
dow Club and having recently 
carried his clubs on a thorough 
tour of inspection of all avail­ 
able golf courses in the Hono­ 
lulu area. He is an active mem­ 
ber of the Northern ^California 
Seniors Golf Assn. 


Teachers Told 


College Tenure 
Fight Important 


The fight of the Marin Coun­ 
ty Federation of Teachers to 
establish tenure rights for six 
teachers dismissed last year by 
the College of Marin is being 
watched closely by teachers 
throughout the state, according 
to Ben Rust, president of the 
California Federation of Teach­ 
ers (AFL-CIO). 
Addressing the annual din­ 
ner meeting of the Marin Coun­ 
ty Federation of Teachers at 
Le Chateau Saturday, Rust told 
the local teachers that the pres­ 
ervation of hard-won tenure 
rights for all California teach­ 
ers depends in large measure 
on the outcome of the College 
of Marin case. 
Rust also told the meeting, 
which was presided over by 
PhiHp Ruby of Kentfield, that 
the “merit-pay” plan repre­ 
sents a real threat to the teach­ 
ing profession. Rust pointed 
out that where the plan has 
b-íí» iritu, it Las oilen been 
used by administrators to re­ 
ward favored teachers while 
keeping salaries low for others. 
Rust cited the case of a 
teacher of hs acquaintance who 
after 26 years of satisfactory 
service in a “merit-pay” dis­ 
trict was still on the lowest 
rung of the salary schedule. 
The Marin group presented a 
farewell gift to George Wright, 
who, after two years on the 
teaching staff at San Quentin 
prison, is assuming the position 
of superintendent of schools at 
the naval base at Subic Bay in 
the Phihppines.

How coo! and refreshing the 
backyard or park is after a 
stifling hot day.

Here’s 
how to make the kabobs in the 
photo. Form balls of seasoned 
ground beef centering them 
with small chunks of sharp 
Cheddar cheese. 
Wrap each 
ball with a half-slice of bacon. 
Alternate these on skewers 
with mushroom caps, small on­ 
ions or onion wedges, and to­ 
mato wedges. 
Grill the kabobs from 10 to 
15 minutes. Baste the vegeta­ 
bles with butter while cooking. 
This gives extra good flavor to 
each bite. 
If you want the meat to be 
rare, slip the morsels rather 
close together on the skewer. 
For well-dcne meat, separate 
the pieces slightly.

Cook onion, and celery in 
butter, add bread, seasonings, 
then water.

TURKEY OR CHICKEN 
Season poultry inside with 
salt and pepper but do not salt 
the outside surface.

Ap­ 
ply sauce to bird with a fresh 
herb bouquet. 


CRANBERRY-GLAZED 
CHICKEN 
2-24 lb. broiler-fryers, 
cut up 
4 cup flour 
2 tsp. paprika 
2 tsp. salt 
1 tsp. cinnamon 
1 4 cups (1 lb.) whole 
cranberry sauce 
4 tsp. ginger 
4 tsp. pepper 
V* cup fat 
*4 cup water 
Coat chicken pieces by shak­ 
ing in a bag containing the 
flour, paprika, salt, cinnamon, 
ginger and pepper. Brown in 
fat in electric skillet which has 
been preheated to 360 deg. F. 
Drain off fat, add water, re­ 
duce heat to 220 deg. or 230 
deg. F., cover and simmer 15 
minutes. Break up cranberry 
sauce, spoon over chicken and 
simmer 15 minutes more.

(Q) “I’m father of a 12-year- 
old girl. I’ve knocked around 
the world quite a bit.

Are there other 
children in the family whom 
you love more than you love 
him? 
Try to answer these ques­ 
tions honestly. Then do your 
'best to revise your home life 
so favorable answers can be 
given to each one of them. At 
the same time arrange to have 
a personality study made by a 
c o m p e t e n t psychiatrist,. Be 
.guided, by the specific recom­ 
mendations which the doctor 
gives you after the study. Some­ 
thing may be seriously wrong 
with your boy.

Tomorrow On 


Parking Puzzle 


Mayor Edward Culver of San 
Rafael will meet again tomor­ 
row night with a group of mer­ 
chants and citizens in an at­ 
tempt to get agreement on 
tackling the offstreet parking 
problem. 
The meeting, to be held at 
the San Rafael Chamber of 
Commerce office, will bring to­ 
gether two opposing factions 
in the long-disputed question 
of how to finance needed off- 
street parking for the business 
area. 
The chamber of éommerce 
has been pushing for imme­ 
diate council action. The Citi­ 
zens Committee for Offstreet 
Parking, headed by Robert Rit­ 
ter, had been holding out for 
a method of financing more to 
its liking. 
Last month the city council 
went on record as favoring im­ 
mediate action under the 1951 
Parking Act and gave’ the may­ 
or just one or two more meet­ 
ings to bring the opposing fac­ 
tions together. “With a few 
more meetings I hope to get 
some agreement,” the mayor 
declared. 


Corte Madera 
Prohibits 
Motel Drunks 
Growth of the motel business 
in Corte Madera prompted the 
town fathers Monday to protect 
themselves against a potential 
troublemaker—the drunk. 
The protection consisted of a 
new ordinance which covers in­ 
toxication of persons at motels 
or hotels. Councilmen, in in­ 
troducing; the ordinance by 
title, noted that there are now 
at least three motels in Corte 
Madera with others pending. 
In another motel matter, 
councilmen turned 
over to 
Town Atty. John Ehlen a ques­ 
tion as to whether or not the 
R. E. Mullinses of 1449 Red­ 
wood Highway should be per­ 
mitted to build a seventh unit 
to the existing six on a develop­ 
ment which variously was de­ 
scribed as a motel and a series 
of duplexes. 
The difficulty is that the first 
six units were constructed un­ 
der zoning regulations which 
held that the Mullens’ land was 
to be used commercially; but a 
recently enacted interim zon­ 
ing ordinance changed the zon­ 
ing to duplex classification. 
Harold Riede, attorney for 
the Mullenses, argued that his 
clients had planned the devel­ 
opment for a motel and should 
be permitted to proceed. The 
matter was referred to Ehlen 
since its disposition will prob­ 
ably set a precedent on disposi­ 
tion of other lands affected by 
the interim zoning code. 


Work Set On New 
Glenwood Tract 
Construction of the second 
unit—101 homes—of Glen wood 
subdivision in east San Rafael 
will start in a week to 10 days, 
according to John P. Stegge, 
owner of Stegge Development 
Co.. Glenwood developer. 
The first unit, consisting of 
75 homes, is about three-quar­ 
ters sold, Stegge said. Occu­ 
pancy is delayed by the fact 
that the sewer line which will 
serve the homes is not com­ 
plete. Completion is expected 
in three to four weeks, he said. 


Housing Body Will Protest 
$99,305 In Lieu Tax Bill 


The Marin County Housing 
Authority will protest its in 
lieu tax bill from the county. 
Board members Monday balked 
at a $14,200 increase over last 
year. 
Total bill is $99,305. 
Board chairman Omar Mc­ 
Nally and his colleagues noted 
that, while all county assess­ 
ments were increased 26 per 
cent, as required by the state, 
the rapid depreciation of the 
wartime housing project had 
not been taken into considera­ 
tion. 
The housing authority had to 
ask for an extension of time in 


order to meet its first mortgage 
payment of $100,691 to the fed­ 
eral government because of 
some $12,000 storm damage. 
The increase in taxes caught 
them unawares. 
As a public body, the housing 
authority does not pay direct 
taxes, but pays the county a 
sum equal to taxes out of its 
revenues. 
Housing Director Bert Klahn 
noted that Marin City’s assess­ 
ed valuation is in excess of its 
appraised value as set by the 
federal government ( wh i c h 
does not include buildings).
